Rev. Al Sharpton Listed 
In Stable Condition After 
Being Attacked At N.Y. Rely 

Well-known activist the Rev. Al 
Sharpton was in stable condition 
at Coney Island Hospital in New 
York at Jet press time after re- 
cently being stabbed allegedly by 
a White man. 

Sharpton, 36, was stabbed as he 
prepared with demonstrators for 
a weekend march through the 

Eredominantly White neighbor- 
ood of Bensonhurst. A spokes- 
person for the hospital told Jet 
Sharpton was "resting comforta- 
bly and in stable condition," but 
would give no indication how long 
he would be hospitalized. 

Recalling the stabbing incident, 
Rev. Sharpton said the suspect 
who attacked him "had a contort- 
ed look and I looked down and 
saw this knife sticking out of my 
chest and I said, 'Oh, Lord, I've 
been stabbed.' I then pulled the 
knife out." The thickness of his 



coat prevented the weapon from 
plunging deeper, thereby causing 
it not to strike his heart which 
could have been fatal. 

The rally was being staged 
there to protest the lenient sen- 
tences recently given to two men 
who were part of a White mob 
that surrounded Black teen-ager 
Yusuf Hawkins and fatally snot 
him during the summer of 1989. 

Michael Kiccardi, 27, was being 
held without bail in Sharpton's 
stabbing. Sharpton, who was 
visited by the Rev. Jesse Jackson, 
spoke out against retaliation. 

"I will not compromise my style 
or compromise what I want for 
justice, he said. "But I will not 
become the inhuman bullies that 
I'm fighting. If I start preaching 
retaliation or revenge, then I'm 
not better than the guy who 
stabbed me," he said, adding, "We 
need to sit down and reflect and 
quietly deal -both sides -with 
where we have been wrong, too 
emotional."

In her first action in the new 
session, Rep. Collins introduced 
the Non-Discrimination in Adver- 
tising Act "designed to correct a 
serious injustice against Black 
and other minority-owned media." 
Last year, the lawmaker asked 
the Government Accounting Of- 
fice to study the situation. The 
GAO studied the federal govern- 
ment's use of minority-owned ad 
agencies and broadcast stations 
and discovered that the Defense 
Department, which accounts for 
95 percent of federal advertising, 
haa failed to comply with non dis- 
crimination regulations. There 
was little contracting with minor- 
ity-owned media and advertising 
companies. 

Officials of the National Associ- 
ation of Black-Owned Broad- 
casters complained to Rep. Col- 
lins that they were "subject to 
systematic discrimination." She 
said, "Ad agencies and their 
clients are refusing to advertise in 
media owned by Blacks and other 
minorities," even in instances in 
which minorities are the targeted 
audiences. 



Black Households 10 Times 
Poorer Than Whites: Census 

White families were 10 times 
wealthier than Black families in 
1988, according to statistics re- 
cently released from the U.S. 
Census Bureau. The median net 
worth for Black households was 
$4,170 in 1988 compared to 
$43,280 for White families, the 
government data show. 

Civil Rights Bill Gets 

Top House Designation 

House Speaker Tom Foley (D., 
Wash.) designated the civil rights 
legislation which lost a Senate 
override of President Bush's veto 
by a single vote (Jet, Dec. 3, 
1990) as H.R. 1-a symbol of im- 
portance. 

Opening the 102 Congress, the 
Speaker picked the civil rights 
legislation from more than 300 
bills submitted on the first day for 
the crucial number one designa- 
tion. 

The H.R. 2 designation was giv- 
en to a family leave bill, in- 
troduced by Rep. William Clay 
(D., Mo.), a 12-term veteran and 
first Black chairman of the House 
Post Office and Civil Service 
Committee. The bill allows an em- 
ployee to take up to 12 weeks a 
year of unpaid leave for the birth 
or adoption of a child, the care of 
seriously ill member of the im- 
mediate family, or the serious ill- 
ness of the employee. 

Under terms of the bill, ag- 
grieved parties could file civil 
suits and courts could assess tre- 
ble damages. Also disallowed 
would be income tax write-offs of 
the guilty firms.

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Gilbert Lindsay's Estate 
Sees lis 'Ex-GlPltPiend' 

The estate of the late L.A. City 
Councilman Gilbert Lindsay, who 
recently died at the age of 90, has 
filed a suit against his former 39- 
year-old girlfriend Juanda Chaun- 
cie, charging that she took unfair 
advantage of his failing health to 
get control of his property. 

Johnnie Cochran, the attorney 
representing Lindsay's estate, 
charged in the suit that Ms. 
Chauncie, once Lindsay's health 
began to deteriorate, "engaged in 
conduct intended to mislead, de- 
fraud, coerce and obtain" his prop- 
erty. He would not have placed 
her name on his bank accounts or 
transferred titles to her had he 
been in control of his faculties, 
Cochran believes. 

"We allege there was a con- 
spiracy to take his money and 
property," Cochran said. "He 
(Lindsay) had five parcels of prop- 
erty. Now, only one is left. The 
other four have been disposed of 
and are no longer in his name. Ei- 
ther she has control over them or 
sold them," he feels. "Ms. Chaun- 
cie contends she was left for a 
younger woman."

Howard and natural daughter, 
Sylvia Thornton. 

The L.A. Times and L.A. Sen- 
tinel ran stories indicating that 
Ms. Chauncie, who could not be 
reached by Jet press time, had 
gone to court to evict an elderly 
couple from one parcel that Lind- 
say owned. Cochran said the com- 
plaint will be amended in the next 
few weeks while they search for 
the properties. 



Dukakis Allocates $3 Million

Before turning over the reigns 
of power, the departing adminis- 
tration of Gov. Michael Dukakis 
kept its commitment to earmark- 
ing $3 million for renovation and 
expansion of the National Center 
for Afro- American Artists in the 
predominantly Black Roxbury 



neighborhood in Boston. 

The allocation calls for $3 mil- 
lion in funds during the next fiscal 
year and up to $40,000 over the 
next six months. 

The $3 million project is part of 
the overall Roxbury Heritage 
State Park, which includes im- 
proving Franklin Park and restor- 
ing a number of historic sites in 
the immediate area. 
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Blacks Imprisoned In USA 
Tops South Africa Figure 

The United States may be 
called the "land of the free," but 
there are more Blacks in jails 
across the country here than in 
South Africa, according to a re- 
cent analysis of 1989 prison 
figures by the non-profit group 
Sentencing Project. 

Of the 1 million inmates in U.S. 
penal institutions, nearly 455,000 
are Black. 

The incarceration rate for Black 
males is four times South Africa's. 
The U.S. jails 3,109 per 100,000 
Black males in the population, 
while S. Africa jails 729 per 
100,000 Blacks. 

Analysis of national figures indi- 
cate America has 426 prisoners 
per 100,000 residents, the organi- 
zation reports. Those figures are 
followed by 333 in South Africa 
and 268 in the Soviet Union. Rep. 
John Conyers (D., Mich.), senior 
member of the Congressional 
Black Caucus, said, "We can build 
all the jails we think we need and 
slam the doors down on thousands 
of people, but it won't make a bit 
of difference until we address the 
fundamental causes of crime." 

Ex-Rep. Lukens Serves 
9 Days Of 30-Day Sentence 
In Sex With Minor Case 

Former U.S. Rep. Donald 
Lukens recently was released 
from jail in Columbus, Ohio, after 
serving nine days of a 30-day sen- 
tence (Jet, Jan 21) for having sex 
with a Black teen-ager. 

The judge who released 
Lukens, Ronald Solove, agreed to 



release the former lawmaker so 
he could receive counseling at a 
clinic for sex offenders in 
Washington, D.C. "Society has 
benefitted to the extent that they 
will benefit from your incarcera- 
tion. Now, it's time for you to ben- 
efit," Solove told Lukens. 

The 59-year-old Republican told 
the judge that jail was a sobering 
experience. Lukens was sen- 
tenced in June 1989 (Jet, July 24, 
1989) to the jail term and fined 
$500 after a jury convicted him of 
a misdemeanor charge of con- 
tributing to the unruliness of a mi- 
nor for having sex with Rosie 
Coffman, who was 16 at the time, 
at his Columbus apartment. 
Lukens is divorced. 

Gary, Ind., Mayor Facing 
Jail, Fine Over Waste 
Dispute With Judge 

The mayor of Gary, Ind., faces 
a 30-day jail term and a $1.5 mil- 
lion fine for ignoring a judge's 
order to use a waste management 
company that the mayor said has 
put the city in a "crisis." 

Lake County Circuit Judge 
Lorenzo Aredondo said Mayor 
Thomas Barnes would be hit with 
a jail term and fine if he did not 
employ the services of Waste 
Management, a landfill company. 
The mayor said he will take the 
chance of being fined and jailed if 
his choice, Mid-American Waste 
Systems, a rival firm, cannot be 
used. 

Barnes said, "I cannot sacrifice 
the interests of Gary citizens in 
order to avoid jail, but we will not 
accept this order without a strug-

among Blacks in the nation's capi- 
tal. Said Councilman Crawford, 
"His many contributions include 
the economic revitalization of our 
downtown and neighborhoods."

Military Crash Killing 
Black GIs Remains Mystery 
Five Years After Event 

A probe of the nation's worst 
military crash five years ago in 
Canada in which 249 GIs, includ- 
ing 49 Blacks, died was incom- 
plete at Jet press time, and as a 
result, "questions will always re- 
main unanswered." In a 22-page 
report, a House Judiciary sub- 
committee pointed out that the 
Canadian government had barred 
officials of the FBI and the Na- 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board from participating in the 
investigation of the crash of the 
plane in Gander, Newfoundland. 

The soldiers from the 101st Air- 
borne Division at Fort Campbell, 
Ky., were en route home for 
Christmas after peacemaking pa- 



trol duty in the Mideast. Forty- 
nine of those who died were 
Black -a captain and most of the 
enlisted men in their late teens 
and early twenties -comprising 
the highest number of Blacks 
killed in such a misfortune. 

Concluded the subcommittee: 
"The U.S. Government should 
have been more assertive in 
knowing all of the facts about the 
complete investigation." 

The handling of the crash left 
bitterness in many Black families. 
For years, the 101st Airborne Di- 
vision had been a favorite of Black 
Army recruits because of the in- 
creased pay for paratrooper skills 
and combat readiness. 

Its troops patrolled the streets 
of Little Rock in 1957 when Black 
students first integrated Central 
High School.

Should White 
Families Adopt 
Black Children?

Michael and Dawn Roberson of 
m Midland, Mich., and their 
three sons -Logan and Rian both 
3 years old, and Colter, who is 12- 
weeks old -are the epitome of a 
healthy, happy family. The 
Robersons, who could not con- 
ceive, delight in the joys of 
parenthood while the boys benefit 
from the love and nurturing 
offered in a sound, stable family 
environment. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roberson are 
White and their sons are Black. 
And though that is not a problem 
for the Robersons, there has been 
much debate over whether mixed 
race or transracial adoptions 
should take place. 

The answer, it seems, is not 
black or white, meaning there are 
profound arguments on both sides 
of the issue. 

For the past twenty years, the 
National Association of Black So- 
cial Workers (NABSW) has main- 
tained that transracial adoptions 
should not take place. 

Barbara Baldwin, vice presi- 
dent of NABSW and a clinical so- 
cial worker in Houston, explains: 
"It (the adoptions) is a pattern to 
break up or destroy the African- 
American family. It's difficult to 
preserve a family when placing 
with another race. Secondly, with 
the rearing process it's well- 
debated whether White families 
can provide cultural upbringing 
Black children need to cope in so- 
ciety. We take the position that 

they cannot effectively do that.

Reading a book or going to a semi- 
nar does not equip White families 
with the skills and knowledge 
they need to give cultural up- 
bringing. Culture comes through 
living and experiencing." 

Refuting the NABSWs stance, 
Mrs. Roberson, a 31-year-old 
housewife whose husband, 
Michael is a 32-year-old electri- 
cian, says: "That's crap. My kids 
and other kids of transracial fami- 
lies have the best of both worlds. 
And the fact is they wouldn't have 
a home if they weren't here." 

She continues: "I'm in total 
agreement that the best place is a 
like-race home, but looking at the 
situation realistically it's not pos- 
sible. There are just too many 
non-Caucasian kids and not 
enough homes that are like-race." 

But Dr. Morris F.X. Jeff Jr., 
director of the City Welfare 
Department in New Orleans, says 
that just isn't true. 

"There are legal, economic and 
social agency barriers which pre-

Candee Bobalek and her hus- 
band, Fritz, also of Midland, 
adopted six Black children who 
are now ages 5 to 5 months.

"The cultural thing, I don't buy 
into. The coping mechanism I 
think that's a realconcern. I don't 




know if I'm doing a good job but 
that job is better than not having 
anybody (do it).

The two oldest children -Brie 
Ann, 5, and Devon, 4 -go to 
church with the Bobaleks' Black 
friends on occasion.

The family also attended func- 
tions given by the Midland Coun- 
ty Black Coalition, a group of 
Black residents. 

The Robersons not only attend 
Black Coalition functions, they've 
become members of the coalition. 
In addition, Mrs. Roberson or- 
ganized a group of transracial 
families called Rainbow Families. 
The group gets together for pic- 
nics and playtime. 

The parents also say they talk 
openly with their kids about the 
racial differences. "I told them 
from the beginning you're Black 
and Mommy and Daddy are 



Roberson. 

This kind of recognition and ac- 
knowledgment of cultural differ- 
ences is exactly what social adop- 
tion agencies should look for when 
choosing parents, Carol Coccia, 
nationalpresident of the National 
Coalition To End Racism in 
America's Child Care System, 
tells Jet. 

"Everybody who wants to adopt 
transracially is not a good choice. 
People have to be alert to the fact 
race is important and cultural, 
ethnic needs have to be met. . . 
You can't raise a Black child in a 
White family and tell them 
they're no different than anybody 
else. They can look in the mirror 
and see they're different. You 
have to address that stuff." 

The Robersons and Bobaleks 
are among about 25 transracial 
families in Midland, according to 
Mrs. Bobalek. National statistics 
on the number of transracial fami- 
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lies were last taken in 1976. How- 
ever, Joyce Johnson of the Child 
Welfare League of America in 
Washington, D.C., reveals to Jet 
it is estimated that 1,000 to 2,000 
White couples adopted Black chil- 
dren last year. From the late 
1960s to mid-1970s there were at 
least 12,000 transracial adoptions, 
she says. Currently, Black chil- 
dren account for 42 percent of the 
36,000 children awaiting adoption. 

The Bobaleks already had six 
children (4 of their own and two 
adopted) when they adopted their 
first Black child. 

The others followed because 
they had the time and the space, 
they say. The most recent one ar- 
rived Jan. 7 of this year. 

The Robersons, on the other 
hand, opted for adoption after 
seven years of marriage. At first, 
they looked for a White baby. 
But, says Mrs. Roberson, "We 
made a conscious decision to go 
for the first healthy child we can 
get our hands on. We just wanted 
a child to call us mommy and dad- 
dy and we could love."

Whites Holding On To 
Black Stereotypes: Poll 

Most Whites hold fast to nega- 
tive stereotypes about Blacks 
even while White support for ra- 
cial equality is gaining, according 
to a recent survey of 1,732 house- 
holds across the country. 

The General Social Survey 
found since 1970 White support 
for busing to achieve desegrega- 
tion has risen from 14 percent to 
29 percent during that time peri- 
od. But the survey, which for the 
first time included questions on 
racial stereotypes, also found that 
among Whites: 78 percent 
thought Blacks more likely to pre- 
fer living on welfare; 62 percent 
thought Blacks less likely to be 
hard-working; 56 percent thought 
Blacks more violence-prone; 53 
percent thought Blacks less intel- 
ligent; and 51 percent thought 
them less patriotic.

Paper's Misquote Of Justice 
Marshall Ires Black Caucus 

The misquote of an outburst by 
U.S. Supreme Court Justice 
Thurgood Marshall marred a 
swearing-in ceremony of the Con- 
gressional Black Caucus (Jet, 
Jan. 21) and created a major polit- 
ical tempest in the nation's capi- 
tal. 

Objecting to the glare of the 
camera lights as he set out to 
swear in the CBC's largest class 
of five newcomers, the Justice 
suddenly snapped, "Turn off the 
damn lights. He suffers from 
both glaucoma and cataracts and 
the bright lights further impaired 
his vision. 

Coming to the Justice's aid was 
entertainer Bill Cosby, who stood 
for several minutes holding a 
sheath of papers over Justice 
Marshall's head shielding him 
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from the glare. 

Days later, a stunned Hill com- 
munity read that the Supreme 
Court s first and only Black mem- 
ber has used the word, "F. . .g"- 
not the word "damn" in that 
tirade. The Hill's largest and most 
authoritative twice weekly paper, 
the Roll Call, reported "the inci- 
dent" in a caption and a four- 
column-wide picture. 

Immediately, CBC chair Edol- 
phus Towns fired a letter to the 

Saper's managing editor Stacy 
[ason, complaining "An affront 
such as this, to a giant in the legal 
and judicial history of our coun- 
try, brines great pain and enor- 
mous embarrassment.'' He wrote 
that "the Congressional Black 
Caucus" is justly outraged at the 
insensitivity reflected by the ab- 
sence of any effort to first check 
the accuracy of the alleged 
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quote." He demanded an immedi- 
ate formal apology to Justice Mar- 
shall and a front-page retraction 
in the next Roll Call edition. 

In an apology to Justice Mar- 
shall, editor James J. Glassman, 
admitted 'The serious error of 
judgement as well as an uncon- 
scionable inaccuracy." He ex- 
plained that "an experienced pho- 
tographer, who was standing no 
more than five feet away, report- 
ed the quotation. The editor 
changed his position after he 
heard a tape replay of the 
ceremony.

Suicide Prevention Programs 
May Do More Harm: Survey 

Suicide prevention programs in 
schools aimed at teen-agers may 
actually do more harm than good 
by stirring depressed feelings 
rather than helping youths who 
have tried to kill themselves, ac- 
cording to a recent survey. 

Although there was little evi- 
dence that the programs reduced 
suicides and suicide attempts, 
"there was some evidence of un- 
wanted effects," researchers 
wrote in the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. A study 
of 524 students participating in 
suicide prevention programs 
found the teens continued to be- 
lieve suicide was a possible solu- 
tion to their problems and they 
also were less likely to seek help 
or discuss their feelings with 
peers, study results indicate. Sui- 
cide is the third leading cause of 
death among people 1 5 to 24 years 
old.

UNCF Gets $5 Million From 
Annenberg Bit Mist Raise 
$200 Million To Get Rest 
Of Ms SSO Million Pledge 

Ambassador Walter H. Annen- 
berg recently fulfilled $5 million 
of his $50 million challenge grant 
to the United Negro College 
Fund after the organization 
received pledges totalling more 
than $20 million. 

The former publishing magnate 
and ambassador to the Court of 
St. James, announced his un- 
precedented challenge grant last 
year (Jet, Mar. 19, 1990). Under 
the conditions of Annenberg's 
challenge grant, the college fund 
must raise $200 million to qualify 
for his entire gift. UNCF met the 
first milestone just nine months 
after Annenberg made his pledge. 

In announcing his unprecedent- 
ed challenge grant earlier this 
year, the former publishing mag- 
nate and ambassador to the Court 
of St. James, said: "I want to har- 
ness other people to an area that 
needs great support at this partic- 
ular time because if we're not as 
helpful as we can be about educa- 
tion for the underprivileged,

With his historic challenge 
grant, Annenberg set the tone for

million for its member institutions 
since its founding in 1944. 

According to UNCF President 
and CEO Christopher F. Edley,

Ohio Gov. Frees Battered

Asya Cole of Cuyahoga County, 
Ohio, was one of 25 women re- 
cently granted clemency by Gov. 
Richard F. Celeste in recognition 
of the "battered woman syn- 
drome." 

The action follows a case-by- 
case review by the Ohio Adult Pa- 
role Authority and the governor's 
legal staff. There were 105 cases 
reviewed and 48 requests were 
denied, 32 returned for further re- 
view and the 25 granted. Celeste 
started the review process in 
November 1989. In March 1990, 
an Ohio Supreme Court ruling 
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Fat Boys Singer Charged 
With Sexually Abusing A 
14- Year-Old Girl In Pa. 

A member of the rap group the 
Fat Boys recently was arrested 
and charged with sexually abus- 
ing a 14-year-old girl after police 
saw a videotape made at a party 
last summer in Chester County, 
Pa. 

Rapper Darren "Buffy" Robin- 
son, 23, surrendered to Pennsyl- 
vania State Police along with his 
brother and manager Curtis 
Robinson, 27, and a bodyguard, 
Pell "Pony Boy" Wimeley, 31, all 
of Queens, N.Y.

A "colored" or mixed-race wom- 
an in Cape Town, South Africa, 
said recently she does have a rela- 
tionship with the son of President 
F.W. de Klerk, but she denied lo- 
cal press reports they were en- 
gaged. Erica Adams told The As- 
sociated Press that newspaper 
reports that she would marry de 
Klerk's son were incorrect. Tin 
not denying that we have a rela- 
tionship. I'm denying that we are 
engaged," the soft-spoken 24- 
year-old student said when 
reached by telephone. 

Several South African news- 
papers carried front-page stories 
speculating that de Klerk's 
younger son, Willem, 24, would 
marry Ms. Adams. The reports 
caused a major stir in a country 
where mixed-race marriages are 
very unusual. Marriage between 
the son of the White head of state 
and a colored woman would be a 
stunning departure from the past. 



The independent South African 
Press Association reported 
friends of the couple said tne rela- 
tionship was serious and that they 
had been seeing each other for 18 
months. President de Klerk is- 
sued a statement saying his son 
had not told him he was engaged 
and he just recently became 
aware of the relationship. Willem 
de Klerk is studying in England. 

"Furthermore, I consider the 
matter as a private family matter 
and believe it should be treated as 
such," said the president. 

Colored people, an official racial 
classification in South Africa, are 
children of or descendants from 
mixed-race relationships. Interra- 
cial sex and marriage was legal- 
ized in 1985 when apartheid laws 
were repealed. 

The daughter of a leader of the 
mixed raced Labor Party, Ms. 
Adams said the sudden publicity 
had been "unexpected." She 
would not reveal where she had 
met the presidents son.

Chicago. Reginald VelJohnson 
plays Carl, a tough cop who really 
turns out to be a jolly teddy bear 
of a man.

'Cosby, "DUferent World' 
Top Shows Among Blocks 

TV superstar Bill Cosby's 
brand of family style humor re- 
mains the No. 1 favorite among 
Black television viewers. 

Cosby's series, "The Cosby 
Show," and the Cosby spinoff se- 
ries "A Different World" ranked 
as the highest prime-time pro- 
grams among Black households, 
according to a special study which 
was conducted oy Nielsen Media 
Research. 

The study, Television Viewing 
Among Blacks -The 1989-90 Tele- 
vision Season, studied television 
viewing trends amonjg both Black 
and "All Other" television viewers 
over four periods, November 
1989, February 1990, May 1990 
and July 1990. 

The Nielsen study also found 
that Black households viewed 72 
hours of television during an aver- 
age week -49 percent more than 
"All Other" households. 

Women, 18 years and over 
watch more television than any 
other group in Black households. 
Black teens (ages 12-17) viewed 50 
percent more than "All Other" 
teens during late night. 

In prime-time TV, comedies, 
suspense/mystery and feature 
films had the greatest appeal in 
Black households. 

During daytime, sports and 
daytime drama attracted larger 
audiences than other program 
types. In daytime soap TV, "The 
Young and the Restless" was the 
most viewed program of its type 
in Black homes, the recent Niel- 
sen study found.
